There is nothing that will engender

Coming oft guard 
and turning in for :i good snooze, he 
was sure to be wa'.oncd by mistake 
for the midnight relief. He was the 
most unsuspecting little chap 1 ever 
saw, and as the boys always expressed 
wonder how such nut-takes could hap- 
pen, 
besides great \\ inpathy for him, 


it never entered hi-< head that they 
were at the bottom of his discomforts. 
Indeed one day he came to ine as first 
sergeant of tbe company and asked me 
if he couldn't take extra tours of guard 
duty for some of the ringleaders, they 
having expressed an extraordinary 
amount of sorrow that he had stum- 
bled over a pile of condemned muskets 
on a dark night.

IMMUNE COTTONSEED. 


Experiments 1»- tbe Department of 


Agriculture to Prevent "Wilt." 
A special to the Boston Transcript 


from Valdosta, Ga., where the United 
States department of agriculture has 
been making experiments to see if 
"wilt" or "black heart" could not be 
prevented in cotton, says that the re- 
sult is that seed have been obtained 
that are totally immune to tUis dis- 
ease. , 
'The process has been on the line of 
"breeding," the seed being carried up 
to the highest quality of healthfulness 
by careful cultivation. 
Professor Or- 


ton says that the experiments show 
that the only hope of the 'farmers in 
getting rid of the disease where it has 
once got a foothold is by the use of 
immune seed. The disease is said to 
be of fungus origin and remains in the 
"soil to make its appearance after seven 
years, the land having been planted 
with other crops in the meantime. 


Professor 
Orton 
regards 
"black 


heart" as the deadliest enemy of cot- 
ton and one with which farmers can- 
not afford to trifle. If allowed to go 
unchecked, he thinks it will in a few 
years ravish tbe sea island cotton 
fields as it has the upland fields in 
some sections of Alabama and othei 
cotton growing states. 


Professor Orton also had an experi- 


ment in planting Egyptian cotton 
which was triod in this section this 
year, but the result leads to the con 
elusion that the Egyptian staple is not 
adapted to the soil and climate of this 
section.

In the navy maneuvers that are to 


tate place in the Caribbean next De- 
cember all the squadrons in the Atlan- 
tic ocean will be united in one big fleet 
under Admiral Dewey, says a Wash- 
ington special dispatch to the New 
York World. It is estimated that near- 
ly 11,000,000 -will be required for the 
powder and projectiles and special sup- 
plies that will be needed for this ex- 
pedition. 


Twelve barges for carrying coal are 


being built at Fensacola especially for 
these maneuvers. It is the intention of 
Admiral Dewey to take out his fleet 
and cut off nil communication with the 
shore during the whole period of the 
evolutions. Colliers, hospital sh'ps, re- 
pair ships, tunk steamers and every- 
thing needed for a long cruise will be 
taken along, as it is the purpose to sim- 
ulate a desperate war condition that 
will show -what the fleet could do if 
necessary to carry on a campaign in 
the Pacific or in the south Atlantic 
when it would not be feasible to send 
vessels to Key West for coal and sup- 
plies.

AUTOS IN THE DESERT. 


Sir KKtlolf Slatin Tells of Their Val- 


ue In Gevclopius tlie Sudan. 


Sir Rudolf Statin, on his way from 


Cairo to 
London recently, 
passed 


through Vienna and was there inter- 
viewed on the prospects in Sudan, says 
the New York Times. What he said is 
commented on at length by the semiof- 
ficial A-ustriau organ, particularly the 
part of the interview dealing with ttoe 
introduction of motor cars, and Aus- 
trian manufacturers are urged to send 
agents to Cairo. Sir Eudolf said in 
part: 


"Excepting for occasional trifling in- 


ternal disturbances, which are in no 
sense directed against the government, 
the Sudan is in a perfectly peaceful 
condition, with nothing to hinder its 
agricultural and commercial develop- 
ment The two most pressing necessi- 
ties are an extension of the means of 
communication and a system of irriga- 
tion. 


"Vast tracts of fertile country and 


mineral lands are now comparatively 
valueless because no facilities exist for 
bringing the products to a market. 1 
belie\e that the introduction of auto- 
mobiles would prove highly beneficial. 
Many parts of the country are already 
perfectly adapted to such traffic, and 
where it is necessary roads could be 
made without great expense. 


"Automobiles strongly built and cap- 


able of carrying goods in fairly large 
quantities would afford an excellent 
substitute for railways at a fraction of 
cost of the latter. Machines with a 
high rate of speed would not be re- 
quired, strength and capacity being 
the chief essentials. 


"With regard to irrigation, several 


engineers are now studying the situa- 
tion. Apparently there is plenty of wa- 
ter available, hence irrigation works 
might easily be constructed extensive- 
ly and successfully. 
Personally 1 


strongly favor the development of the 
country on agricultural lines rather 
than in the direction of mining. 


"The soil of the Sudan is exceeding- 


ly rich aud capable of producing al- 
most anything. 
Cotton of an excel- 


lent medium grade is now being 
grown, and there is no reason why the 
Sudan should not furnish large quan- 
tities for the foreign markets. Wheat 
and barley of the highest quality grow 
freely in addition to such products as 
indigo and rubber."

HOME FOR INVENTORS. 


-Place For Those A'eedinK Help to Be 


Founded at West Medford, Mass. 
Thomas Alva Edison, John D. Rocke- 


feller, George "\Vestinghouse and a 
number of- other inventors, or men in- 
terested in inventions, will be invited 
In a short time to interest themselves 
In helping to establish -the first home 
in America for indigent inventors- 
men who have been overcome by the 
•Weight of years and by poverty at the 
same time, says a special dispatch 
from Boston to the New York Times. 
The home will be established on Canal 
street, West Medford, Mass., unless 
present plans fail. A large dwelling, 
known to history as the Old Mansion 
House, has been practically transfer- 
red to a company headed by J. Dana 
BIckforQ, a 'well known inventor of 
Vermont and New Hampshire. 


Mr. Bickford says that the work of 


establishing the home will be pushed 
ahead with all possible speed. 
He 


says that approximately $20,000 in 
realty has been turned over to his 
company already and that copies of a 
circular letter to America's captains of 
Industry will be sent throughout the 
country. This letter will outline the 
plan and contain a request for cash 
endowments'. 


"We shall have," Mr, Bickford said, 


"In connection with this home a work- 
shop or laboratory where the inmates 
may spend their time developing their 
ideas. If it should happen that some- 
thing of value is devised, the com- 
pany in charge of the home would im- 
mediately put it upoB the market, and 
the profits would go in part to the 
company, but largely to the home."

Secretary Wilson Claims That 9Inch 


of the Domestic Scpply Could Be 
Raised by tn« Wives and Daugh- 
ter* of Farmers—Hoir European 
Peasant* Are Aided by the Industry. 
Secretary Wilson has secured an ap- 


propriation of $10,000 from congress 
for the purpose of making experiments 
in the raising of sillir.-orrns and the 
production of raw silk, says William 
E. Curtis, the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Kecord-Herald. We 
are now importing about §45,000,000 
worth of raw silk annually, and Mr. 
Wilson thinks that it is possible for us 
to raise a good deal of the supply in 
our own country if the wives and 
daughters of the farmers and people 
who live in the villages will take up 
the industry- It is particularly suit- 
able for women and children, and the 
wives and daughters on the farms and 
in the villages, by spending a little 
time every day, might earn a liberal 
supply of pin money without interfer- 
ing with their household duties or 
their education or their pleasure. In 
France not less than 150,000 families 
are engaged in the cultivation of silk 
without interference with their other 
duties. In Italy nearly as many of the 
peasants' are engages in the same in- 
dustry. In that way the girls earn 
and save money for their marriage 
dowries. Silk raising is simple enough 
for any one ot ordinary intelligence to 
carry on. It is no more difficult than 
keeping chickens or bees, and the 
profits are very much larger. 


There have been many attempts, 


however, to introduce silk culture into 
the IJnited States, but they have al- 
ways failed because other crops have 
paid better and it has never been nec- 
essary for the women and children of 
our farm population to earn their own 
living. 
They have always been sup- 


ported by their fathers and brothers. 


As early as 1605 King James I. of 


England introduced silkworms into 
Virginia, which accounts for the mul- 
berry trees around Williamsburg and 
on the old plantations of the Rappa- 
hannock and the James. 
It didn't 


pay. Tobacco and cotton were much 
more profitable crops. For the same 
reason a similar experiment was aban- 
doned in New England the latter part 
of the eighteenth century. 


There is no question as to the ability 


to raise siKt wherever the mulberry 
tree will^grow, and it will thrive any- 
where between the gulf and the great 
lakes and the Atlantic ocean and the 
arid plains. But the worms require- a 
great deal of attention and detailed 
work, -which the American people are 
not accustomed to perform. In Japan, 
China, France, Italy, Switzerland, Tur- 
key and other countries children are 
expected to l#ok after the silkworms 
under the direction of their mothers. 
In those countries even the little ones 
are always expected to pay their share 
of the household expenses and carry 
their share of the load. The children 
of America have not yet been reduced 
to that necessity, although no doubt it 
would be a good thing for them. 


Secretary 'Wilson thinks that silk 


raising ought to be introduced into 
the south because the climate is espe- 
cially adapted for it and the colored 
women and children could earn a good 
deal of money that way. 


The census has disclosed some very 


interesting and surprising information 
concerning the manufacture of silk in 
the United States and shows that we 
are second to France only in the an- 
nual value of our silk production. 
Only a few years ago we were de- 
pendent entirely upon France and 
Italy, but during the iast ten years ev- 
ery weave, every article and quality 
known to silk manufacturers has been 
produced in this country as well and 
generally better than in Europe, and 
we now furnish practically everything 
except a few specialties and novelties 
in the .way of fancy dress goods, vel- 
vets and ribbons, which still come 
from France. 


During the year 1900, 70 per cent of 


the silk dress goods worn in the United 
States were manufactured here and 85 
per cent of the ribbons. In 1900 we 
produced $107,256,258 worth of silk 
goods and imported only §20,803,549. 


There are now in operation in the' 


United States two and one-half times 
as many looms as there were ten years 
ago. 
Some of our mills turn out a 


hundred thousand pieces of sixty yards 
to the piece every year. 
More raw 


%ilk is sold annually in New York 
than is consumed in France, whi;h is 
the largest silk consuming country in 
Europe, and the United States now 
ranks second to France among the silk 
producing nations in the value of silk 
goods produced. Connecticut takes the 
lead, Massachusetts is second and New 
Jersey third. 


There is no longer any competition 


from abroad in machine twist, sewing 
silk and other threads. The mamifnc- 
tures of the United States surpass the 
world in that particular. They took 
the highest awards at the Paris ex- 
position, and their goods bring better 
prices than those of any other country, 
in Paris, Loncon, Berlin and other 
great commercial centers. There is a 
shop in Berlin where nothing else is 
sold but American machine si'k, but 
it is purchased only by the wealthy 
classes, the expensive milliners and 
dressmakers and the manufacturers 
of high grade gloves, clothing and oth- 
er articles for which silk is used. 'Con- 
necticut takes the lead in sewing silks 
:ind produces 47 per cent of the total 
product of the United States.
